i. The SMV is still working onfexpansion of refining facilities. It is reported 
that the Soviets expect eventually to raise the production capacity of the 
Nova Denow and Mooshierbaum refineries by 80 percent. Meanwhile,several SMV 
refineries have increased the production of petroleum by-products; Nova Denow 


is now manufacturing bitumen, a crude oil derivative fron which tar is obtained,and 


the Okeros-Stockerau refinery has resumed production of ceresin. 


2. Donau-Chemie A.G. has finally received the two tankcars of sulfuric acid which 
the SMV purchased from Fritz Reimann last October. This sulfuric acid was 
forwarded to Vienna via Lenzing, Upper Austria, where new shipping documents were 
issued to conceal the point of origin. (1)

Neusiedl a/d Zaya, and the 3ulV's Lobau warehouse amounted to 23,742, 570.32 
schillings for August 1950; 29,317,412.50 schillings for sentember 1950;

The SMV Purchasing Office is making a concentrated effort to expedite procure= 
ment for SHV enterprises which are now hastening to meet the Soviets! 1950 
quotas. Nine of the SMV‘'s most competent purchasing agents have just been 
transferred fron the oilfield areas to the Purchasing Office.(2) In the past 
few weeks the Purchasing Office has resumed its forner policy of authorizing 
representatives of the various SMV installations to purchase directly from the 
supplier as soon as an order has been cleared, Meanwhile, SMV Headquarters has 
been disbursing all large schilling payments and it is now handling the SMY's 
account at Mannesmann-Trauzl 4.G. and "Chemia" Chemikalien G.maboH. At present 
the SMV owes 2,500,000 schillings to Mannesmann-Trauzl and at least 220,000 
schillings to "Chemia" Chemikalien which has threatened to stop deliveries unless 
this debt is cleared, 


Shvetsov, acting director of the SMV Purchasing Office, is trying to procure 
1,000 tons of ascending and drill pipe but so far he has not been able to 
purchase this commodity in Switzerland, Western Gernany or the Satellites, Ba. 
cause or the present pipe shortage, the SMV is row handling all pipe shipments 
from the Soviet Union on a priority basis. Ninety percent of this Soviet - 
made pine is destined for the Liatzen oilfields. 


Shvetsov has issued a directive forbidding any SMV installation to order tires 
direct from the Semperit factory; all tires must be purchased through individual 
dealers.
